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Saturday is a very important day 
for both the citizens of Hamlin and 
those residing within the Hamlin 
Independent School District for this is 
the day that we will decide who will be 
representing us on the City Council 
and the Board of Trustees. 


In the city election we will be 
deciding who will be mayor for the 
next two years and also two of the five 
councilmen. In the school election we 
will be electing three of the seven 
members of the school board. 


We are not concerned with how 
anyone votes but we are very con­ 
cerned that everyone who is eligible 
to vote does exercise this right. All too 
often only a handful turns out to vote 
and the rest just sit back and the rest 
of the year and gripe. 


Because the voter registration list 
is broken down by county voting 
boxes it is not possible to know just 
how many qualified voters we have in 
either the city or school elections, but 
it would appear that the figures 
should run a little over 1000 in each 
case. 
The bad thing is that last year we 
had what was considered a record 
turnout in the city election and we 
only had about 550 people vote. More 
often the total runs a lot closer to 200. 
In both elections we have contests 
and it is hard to see why people who 
have qualified themselves to vote will 
not turn out, but they never seem to. 
We have two men seeking the post 
of mayor, four seeking the two places 
on the council and four still in the race 
for the three places on the school 
board. This makes ten who have 
volunteered their services to this 
community and the very least we can 
do is take a little time to go vote. 
Regardless of who is elected Saturday 
they will find that they have volun­ 
teered for a thankless job and will 
often wonder why they ever put their 
name on the ballot. 
But if it were not for people willing 
to 
serve, 
our 
whole 
system 
of 
government would collapse. Because 
of this, we would like to express a 
special thanks to everyone of the 
candidates for offering their services 
to the community. 
The only true way that we as 
citizens of Hamlin can really express 
our thanks to these people is to go vote 
Saturday. Win or lose, they at least 
deserve to know that it was the will of 
the majority and that people care. 
So, if you registered to vote, then 
you should do your little part by 
exercising that right Saturday. 


Mobility is now considered one of 
our inalienable rights. However, it is 
not free, and sometimes it can be 
exercised beyond the point of prac­ 
ticality. 
The Wells County Free Press of 
Fessenden, North Dakota, makes the 
point very well. It says, “Did you ever 
drive 50 to IOO miles or more to take 
advantage of a superduper special 
that was advertised somewhere? A 
local $50 item 50 miles away would 
have to sell for $34.50 in order for you 
to break 
even. 
The American 
Automobile Association certifies that 
15.5 cents is what it costs to drive your 
car a mile. So if you’ve driven IOO 
miles round trip to pick up that 
special, you’ll have to add $15.50 to 
that purchase. That sweet buy can 
suddenly turn quite sour. 
“Local merchants, whether it is 
groceries, clothing, drugs, hardware, 
appliances of whatever, feature top 
line, nationally advertised products. 
And they are also at comparative 
prices. They’d so support your local 
schools, churches and organizations. 
They also help to 
pay 
for 
im­ 
provements to make this a better 
place to live. And they’ll be here 
tomorrow to serve you personally.”
